Oil Supply Is Exhausted 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Forty per cent of the total known oil 
•supply in tho United’ States exclusive of oil shale deposits in three 
states, has been exhausted, according to estimates transm itted by Sec­ 
retary Lane to the senate commerce committee in compliance with a res­ 
olution presented by Senator Ransdall of Louisiana, and made public 
Sunday by the committee. 
Up to last January I, Mr. Lane said, a total of -1,55)8,000,000 bar­ 
rels had been produced* while the known available oil resources, not 
counting the shale deposits, in the ground and in the field storage, were 
estimated at 6,740,000,000 barrels. 
Distillation of shale deposits in Col­ 
orado, Utah and Wyoming, however, would produce seventy billion bar­ 
rels of oil, the secretary said. 
In response to the same resolution. Secretary Daniels informed the 
committee that 1,000,000 barrels of fuel oil would be required by the 
navy in 1015*, while 31,209,000 barrels would be needed by the shipping 
board. 
M o s t ’ of the oil for the navy department, he said, conies from 
the mid-continent field in Kansas, Oklahoma and Northern lexas, while 
some is obtained from the gulf coast field.
